Oar witty and versatile friend Dr. Bedloe, late 
United States consul at Amoy, is still keeping 
himselt well ta the front both in the political and 
socal circles of the greatJAmerican cltles, The 
Doctor has been on a visit to Chicago lately, 
where he appears to have been specially honoured

Dr, Edward Bedloe{s tntown, That announ: 
ment made in Washington, Boston, New York- 
or San Francisco, and to some extent in Chicago, 
although he is not as well known here, always 
-canses a pleasant ripplé in the circles of good 
fellowship. A Democratic administration called 
him home from China « liitl: while ago and 
robbed the American Consular seavice, tempor- 
atily, let us hops, of one of Its highest orna- 
ments.
